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vvarning siren interrupts New Brockton’s 
lown Council's monthly meeting

rhe monthly meeting of the New 
Brockton Town Council had an 
abrupt recess when the early warn 
ing siren sounded Monday night 
Council members had been in ses 
sion about fifteen minutes when a 
report of a possible tornado near 
the Ino Community southwest of 
New Brockton caused the siren to 
be activated 

Several members of the council, 
along with members of the media, 
took shelter in the rear of town hall 
near the old holding cell. Acting 
Police Chief Jerry Gilbert manned 
the radios and telephones assisted 
by members of the council. Other 
police officers on duty were dis 
patched to check the town and look 
for any approaching tornado. For 
about twenty minutes, everyone was 
“on guard,” 

It was evident by the many phone 
calls to the police station that the 
newly installed siren was heard by 
imany residents of the town, 

After the immediate threat had 
passed (no tornado came to town), 
things settled back down, and the 
council reconvened its meeting. 

The council meeting preliminar- 
ies had already been dispensed prior 
to the recess so the council got 
down to business. 

Mayor Britt Lee told council 
members that it had been estab- 
lished (is legal) that the town’s ani- 
mal control officer, Tony Blood- 
sworth, can issue non-traffic tickets 
in connection with violations of the 
town’s leash law. 

In the past, police officers have 
not always been available when the 
need arose for a citation to be 
issued, 


The mayor stated that Blood- 
swerth is the only person who will 
be allowed to do this - issue cita- 
tions - under supervision of Chief 
Gilbert, 

Mayor Lee reported to the coun- 
cil that a street light had been 
installed on Ainsley Street at a cost 
of $34.80 per year. A resident had 
requested in an earlier meeting that 
this light be installed and told the 
council that he would pay the cost if 
necessary, 

“I think personally that it is a 
safety issue for the town in having 
it {the light] there,’ said Council- 
man Ron MeMonagle. “I think it is 
our obligation for the safety of not 
only him [the resident], but also the 
other citizens of the community, It 
benefits all, so I believe the town 
Ought to pick up the tab.” 

Alter a brief discussion, council 
members voted to pay the expense 
of the light, 

Several items of “unfinished busi- 
ness’ were addressed by the coun- 
cil. Mr. James Haney, a resident of 
Co. Rd. 272 in the city limits, was 
told by Mayor Lee that he had con- 
tacted the county engineer concern- 
ing the road elevation in front of his 
home. Mr. Haney had brought the 
problem to the attention of the 
council at the last meeting. 

The mayor assured Haney that he 
and the engineer, who is aware of 
the problem, would make every 
effort to straighten it out in the near 
future - hopefully before the next 
council meeting. 

Both, Mayor Lee and City Clerk 
Annette Williams, told council 
members that they had been 
informed that the truck ordered for 
the street department would not be 
delivered until the first of May. 


Alabama’s legendary “Big” Ruby 
Folsom Ellis Austin dies at age 87

A very colorful part of Alabama 
politics ceased to be last Saturday, 
April 1, 2000 when Ruby Folsom 
Ellis Austin died in an Enterprise 
Nursing Home. She was 87 years 
old. 

Mrs. Austin, or “Big Ruby” (she 
was tall in statue - almost 6 feet 
tall) as she was known by her close 
friends, became an integral part of 
politics in Alabama when her 
brother, James E, “Big Jim” Fol- 
som, was elected governor in 1947. 

When Big Jim moved into the 
governor's mansion in Mont- 
gomery, Mrs. Kuby moved with 
him to serve as the state’s first lady, 
Goy. Folsom’s wife had died earlier 
and Mrs, Ruby had gone to Cull- 
man, the Governor's home prior to 
the election, to look after his small 
children 

Mrs. Ruby was not just a4 figure 
head in the governor's mansion, she 
became known as one who could 
get things done, She became com- 
fortable among the state’s elite 
movers and shaker at that ume, 

Her tenure as first lady ended 
when Big Jim married Jamelle 
Moore, but she continued to take an 
active part in the state politics. Nor 
did her connection to the gover- 
nor’s office end when her brother 
was no longer governor. 

Mrs. Ruby’s daughter, Cornelia, 
married Governor George C, Wal 
lace after his first wife, Lurleen, 
died and she was once again known 
io frequent the governor's mansion 

She again had “connections” to 
the governor's mansion when Big 
Jim's son, “Little Jim” served as 
governor in the 90's, 

Mrs. Ruby's son, Charles Ellis, 
who resides in Elba, said his moth 
er cared about people and didn’t 
like to see anyone taken advantage 
of by someone else. 

Ellis made no bones about it, 
“Mother liked the media and all the 
attention that went with the posi- 
tion she held while in Montgomery 
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Ruby Folsom Ellis Austin 


She also like to get things done her 


way - as long as things were done 
Ruby’s way, everything was okay.” 

Ellis hoped the statement often 
made by his mother that “She 
wanted to be buried in Elba, but she 
didn’t want to be buried in Elba 
before she died’ wasn’t misunder- 
stood. “Mother loved Elba,” said 
Ellis. “She had made many friends 
while in Montgomery and in other 
places too. And, she was never one 
to shun the nightlife. She loved 
being around her friends” 

Mrs, Ruby was not happy when 
her failing health made it necessary 
for her to move closer by her rela- 
lives in order for them to care for 
her. The move into the Enterprise 
Nursing Home was not one that she 
liked 

“Mother's will was a song one 
and she truly loved life,” said Ellis. 

Funeral services for Mrs. Ruby 
were held on Monday at Hayes 
Funeral Home Chapel in Elba, and 
she was buried in Evergreen Ceme- 
tery. 

She will truly be missed but not 
forgotten! 


Council members expressed con- 
cern as to Whether or not the present 
truck would last until the new one 
arrived 

“It's still holding together,” 
Bloodsworth told the council, 
“Maybe it'll hold out.” 

Mayor Lee assured the council 
that he would contact the dealer, 
who says that this is a “Ford prob- 
lem,” and tell them that, “We've got 
to have it by May Ist.” 

The council formally approved 
the grant application for housing 
rehab, 

“This is a grant that we had tried 
to get this year but failed to do so,” 
said Mayor Lee. “This coming year 
matching funds are not near as 
much and we stand a better chance 
to get the grant not only for housing 
rehab but can be tied into drainage 
work as well. It will be a better 
grant for us if we can get it.” 

The grading points on the grant 
applications should be more favor 
able toward New Brockton than in 
the past year, said the mayor. 

In approving the monthly bills 
totaling $34,428.42 for payment, 
the council reviewed the town’s 
financial status. A six-month budget 
comparison with last years’ pre- 
pared by Mrs. Williams was exam- 
ined by council members. 

“Our biggest downfall is in 
income - revenue in sales and use 
taxes,” commented.Mayor Lee. 
“Otherwise, we're in pretty good 
shape.” 

Mrs. Williams commented, 
“Although the income in revenue is 
down, the expenses are also lower 
than they were at this time last 
year.” 

It was noted that immediately fol- 
lowing the flood (*98) in Elba, sales 
tax revenue increased but since the 
recovery period, there has been a 
steady decrease and that has recent- 
ly leveled off to the present income. 

Since Chief Gilbert was busy 
because of the storm warning, 
Councilman McMonagle gave the 
report of the police department's 
activity for the past month. 

Officers investigated a total of 33 
incidents including three traffic 
accidents and issued 32 traffic cita- 
tions. The fire department respond- 
ed to two grass fires and one vehi- 
cle fire. Animal control picked up 
eight dogs and transported them to 
the dog pound in Elba. 

Finally, McMonagle reported that 
Michael Hines had joined the New 
Brockton Police Department. 

“Hines is fully trained and is 
from New Brockton,” said 
McMonagle. “I think he is going to 
serve this community very well - 
I’m proud to say that he is the 
newest member of our police 
force.”

Local law enforcement agencies 
are asking for the public’s help in 
locating two area teenagers. 

In a Tuesday (April 4) press 
release, Bruce Devane, Chief Inves- 
tigator with the 12th Judicial Cir- 
cuit District Attorney’s office, made 
the following statements and gave a 
physical description of the two 
children, 


David Adam Lamb, age 14, 
along with his sister, Ashley Tanay 
Lamb, age 15, have been missing 
since Thursday afternoon, March 
30, 2000. The minors’ parents filed 
a missing persons report shortly 
after their disappearance 

The two children were last seen 
walking across a field located 
behind their residence on Coffee 
County Road 408. The Lamb resi 
dence is located in the Basin Com- 
munity south of Elba 

David Lamb is described as fol. 
lows: While male, date of birth 
March 14, 1986, fair complexion,. 
reddish brown hair, blue eyes, 
approximately 5°4” in height, 
weighing approximately 95 pounds 
and further describes as being skin- 
ny. He is a student at the Kinston 
High School. 


Ashley Lamb is described as fol- 
lows: white female, date of birth 
October |, 1984, tanned complex- 
ion, blond shoulder length hair, 
multi-colored eyes, approximately 
5'2” in height, weighing approxi- 
mately 100 pounds. She is also a 
student at Kinston High School 

Authorities believe at this point, 
the two minors have run away from 
home after facing some minor ado- 
lescent problems. As in any investi- 
gation, nothing has been ruled out 
but authorities, at this time, do not 
suspect foul play. 

There is a strong belief that the 
two youngsters may be within a 
relatively close proximity of their 
community at this ime. A sighting 
reported late Monday afternoon, 
April 3, is presently being checked 
out at a location in southwest Cof- 
tee County

Let’s Go... 
Outdoors with Ben

Campfires, trotlines 
and poly wogs 


| know of no better relaxation than sitting around a crackling campfire 
near the waters edge on a small river or lake during the early spring. A 
large iron skillet filled with bream, channel cats or poly wogs (that’s a 
small catfish or mud cat ) sizzling on the open fire will make you drool in 
your shirt pocket as you wait for them to cook. The aroma from the fish, 
hushpuppies, and fries drifting across the swamp alerts the night creatures 
that they have guests. Owls hoot, crickets sing, and coyotes how! while 
the smell of fresh dogwood blooms drifts into camp to create a unique 
“atmosphere” that will never be found in even the fanciest restaurant. 

Night fishing for catfish combined with overnight camping makes an 
ideal outing for the whole family, The tackle required for making set 
poles is inexpensive and easy to assemble. A no. 2 hook and a lead sinker- 
attached to a 6 to 8 foot line tied to a limber pole cut from native vegeta- 
tion is all you need to fill a cooler with cats. 

Trotlines are another excellent method for putting Mr. Whiskers in the 
frying pan. A running line tied at each end to stationary objects with drop- 
per hooks every 2 or 3 feet in between comprise the trotline. A stable flat 
Canoes and 
similar craft are usually not : “table enough for the leaning and weight shift- 
ing necessary to fish a trotline, especially at night. 

Bait for catfish is limited only by one’s imagination. During my teen 
years we fished with the abundant salamander or “puppy dog” as we 
called them. It’s been a long time since I’ve even seen one. You would- 
probably need a doctorate in salamanerology just to know which ones are 
protected today. Crayfish are excellent catfish bait and are still relatively 
easy to seine or rake from sloughs and large mud puddles. 

Many other baits such as Catfish Charley, various blood baits, rancid 
cheese, chicken and beef liver, cut mullet, worms, shrimp, marshmallows, 
oatmeal balls, shiners, and a host of other baits will catch cats. 

Smaller streams will usually produce channel cats, mud cats, and speck- 
led cats. The blue cat and large yellow cats are more often caught in the 
larger rivers and impoundments. 

Campers planning to haye fish for supper should get started early. 
Putting out set poles and trotlines around lunchtime will often produce 
enough fish for the evening meal. Fishing for bream and red bellies late in 
the evening will add to the pot. What if they are not biting, you say. It 
never hurts to put in a few steaks, chops, or hamburger patties-just in case. 

A pot of steaming coffee made over glowing coals and shared with good 
friends after a delicious catfish supper makes an ideal nightcap. Now you 
can crawl into your sleeping bag and let the night creatures sing you a lul- 
laby.

THE LOWDOWN ON HOME GARDENING 


BERNIE COBB - GARDENING COLUMNIST 


THE LOWDOWN ON 
SWEET CORN 


“You can stroll to the corn patch, 
but you had better run back,” goes 
an old saying which cautions us on 
how to harvest our sweet corn, 

The most tantalizing thing about 
eating good hybrid sweet corn vari 
eties is the delicate sweetness of its 
But to maximize that delec- 
table flavor you must minimize the 
time between harvest and the cook 
pot so the sugar content doesn’t 


taste. 


turn to starch a process that 
begins the minute you pull an ear 
off of the stalk, 

But, that’s the end of the story. 
Let’s get back to beginning — 
planting and growing corn in your 
own backyard garden, Plant corn 
by direct seeding into the garden. 
Almost any kind of soil is suitable 
but be sure you have good 
drainage. Shoot for a pH of about 
5.7 to 6.5 You will need about 
eight ounces of seed for a 100/ft 
row. Plant in full sun. 

Varieties recommended for this 
area are Seneca Chief, Golden 
Queen, How Sweet It Is, Merit, Sil- 
ver Queen and Snowbelle. My 
friend, Tex Vining, got me to try 
some Sugar Finger last year. It was 
so good that it will be my main 
crop this year. Sugar Finger is an 
almost cobless, bi-colored, extra- 
sweet variety. Check seed catalogs 
for that and a multitude of other 
varieties, including Indian Corn 
and Ruby Red featuring solid red 
ears, 

From now until June is a good 
time to plant. If you didn’t get a 
soil test, spread about 25 Ibs of 13- 
13-13 per 1000 sq. ft. a few days 
before planting and till it in well. 
Make your furrows about 30” to 
36” apart and drop your seed every 
10 to 12 inches. Cover with about 
one inch of soil, then maintain an 
adequate supply of moisture in the 
ground, 

To insure good pollination, plant 
your corn in blocks — several short 
adjacent rows rather than one long 
row. | keep my rows closer than 
the normal 30” for this reason 

Seed germination takes about a 
Depending on the variety, 
between two and three months later 
you should be harvesting your first 
corn. [tis ready when the ears feel 
full almost right up to the tip, Har- 
vest your corn in the early morning 
if possible, then process quickly

Tragedy struck in Coffee County 
last Saturday night, April 8, 2000 
hen a teenage girl was killed in a 
invie-car accident

The incident originated on Al 
Hwy.

When the vehicle driven by Clark 
reached the 125/167 intersection, it 
turned north and accelerated. The 
deputy, with blue light flashing and 
Siren sounding, attempted to over 
take and stop the speeding vehicle 
He notified the sheriff's department 
dispatcher to radio Pike County to 
the north and alert them as to the 
situation that he was 10-100 (police 
code for pursuit of a vehicle) 
approaching speeds of 100 miles

\pproximately three miles north 
of the 167/125 intersection, the 
Speeding car attempted to turn west 
on Co, Rd, 201 but failed to make 
the turn. According to radio tratfic, 
the deputy attempted to block the 
path of the vehiele, but the Clark 
vehicle got by the patrol car and 
reversed its direction of travel. It

Reportedly, Ms. Clark was not 
Wearing a seat belt and was thrown 
from the vehicle 

Preliminary results of the autopsy 
performed on Ms, Clark listed the 
cause of death as blunt force trau 
ma. Also, the preliminary testing ol 
the blood sample taken (standard 
procedure) from Ms, Clark did not 
indicate the involvement of drugs 
or aleohol in the incident 

It should be noted also that blood 
was drawn from the deputy driving 
the pursuit car in accordance with 
departmental policy 

The accident is being investigat 
ed by the 12th Judicial Circuit Dis 
trict Attorney's Office, the Alabama 
Department of Public Safety and 
the Alabama Department of Foren 
sic Sciences 

Ms. Clark was sixteen and a resi 
dent of Jack, Ala. She was a tenth 
grader at Zion Chapel High School 
Where administrators say she was a 
popular student involved in many 
extracurricular and athletic activi 
ties. Kacy was a trumpet solotst 
with the Zion Chapel Rebel Band
